The founder of this 
ect was one Joseph Smith, an American, 
whose foul murder by an American mol, 
nad lately been recorded io our newsxpa- 
‘ers. From all can glean, he scems to 
have been an extraordinary im »etor. Dz 
cluring himself inspired by God to gather 
‘he fnithful in these latter days, he pro- 
duced certain plates purporting to be a 
revelation from heaven, t! e translut on of 
which constitutes the Book of Mormon, in 
which the prince ples and laws of this new 
fraud sre to be found. The Latte: -day 
Saints Selieve in the fall of man—in the 
relempticn of the world by Christ, and 
in the divinity of the Old and New Testa 
men's. But they aleo beliewe that Joseph 
Smith was a prophet sent by God to pre- 
ptre the world for the secon’! coming of 
Christ. In America this sect has in. 
ereased rapidly. In fact. in fourteen 
years the sect has risen from seven to 
two hundred thousand beptized member- 
—thei: baptism being by. immersion.— 
Hearing that a branch of this sect was 
established in G'asgow, [| attende! their 
mevting on Sunday Inst. It was held iv 
a large room in the Trorgnate, capa'ile of 
sexting five hundred persehs. On en‘er 
ing. | fourd but few persons assembled, 
bitthe numbers soon increased un’ il the 
room was woll filled. Nearly every per. 
son was in mourning for the prophet. 
Many of them were dressed in biack 
clothes, as were some of the women and 
childreny and the rest hed their hata and 
bonnetd triemed with black rbbon or 
crape. As each person entered he wa: cree: 
ted by thebrethren,& a general shaking of 
hands took place. and a smart converaa- 
ton, in loud tones, was kept up through- 
wut the mneeting. At the end «f the room 
was a pulpit hong with black cloth, and 
n and around it were a few men who 
were spoken of as the ‘priests,’ ‘elders,’ 
ind ‘teachers.’ In the pulpit was a man 
nimed Cairns from Nauvoo, in the Uni- 
ted the great centre of the fraud. 
He wasa ‘amarct’ looking man, with a 
countenance expressive of great earnest 
ness. | learned from one of the brethren, 
that this was a sort of ‘conference morn- 
ng.” to ascertain the state of the Charch 
in the Glasgow Conferenve.

Mormons or any other persons it_sthe 
county, bot passed through without mo- 
lesting any one; and this was the grea’ 
Mormon and Indian force referred to. 
Now for the object of getting up thi- 
story, and the use that was atlempied to 
he made of it. [i was well understwod 
thet at the court an attempt would b 
made to indict the persons who werr 
guilty of murdering Joseph and Hyrum 
Sinith, while they were confined in the 
Carthage Jail, in June Inst; to prevent 
which something must be. done by the 
mob party in Hancock. With this view 
the mob gathered a consid ‘rable force 
‘round the court house on Mond and 
after the court adjourned in the evening 
they took possession of the court hou<e — 
orginized an alarm meeting —mide vio 
lent and inflamatory epeeches about this 
supposed Mormon and Indian force, and 
atiempied to vet upanexcitement. They 
resolved that tt was extremely unsafe fo: 
the court to hold longer. and that it ought 
forthwith to adjourn, and that if the cour 
refuse to do sothat they would immedi. 
ately org: nize an armed force around the 
court house in Carthage. 

They appointed a committee of arfetv, 
and directed that the Judge should be in- 
formed of the resolutions of the meeting, 
that he might consult his safety, &c. The 
meeting then adjourned to meet on the 
next evening. 

Judge Thomas did not wait to be called 
upon at his chamber, by those gentlemen, 
hut without much form or ceremony, he 
let those panic makers know that he 
should not obey their order to adjourn; 
and they -with all their force could no: 
deter him from doing his duty. And fur- 
thermore, if any of them appeared about 
the court house with arms or any other 
hos'ile demonstrations, that he would or- 
der them instantly and if decessn. 
he would be one of the to aid wm 

the execution of the order. ‘Thia so de- 

terred the out-breakers, that they dared 
noteven present their resolutions to the 
court. 
Thev then attempted to frighten the 
Grand Jurv. and through some of their 
friends had the quostion started there, 
whether they should go into court, raise 
the slarm. and advise the court to ad 
journ? The jury, however, as promptly 
rejected the proposition as did the Judge 
and instead of adjourning. proceeded to 
find indictments again-t eight of the mur 
derers of the Smiths; and seven or eizht 
Mormona who destroved the p:inting press 
in Nauvoo: thus enforcing the law- 
against mob violence, whether perpetra. 
ted by Mormons, or anti-Murmons. The 
mob became alarmed, their force dis- 
persed, and the adjourned meeting was 
never held. The Mormons got through 
their business in court—broke up their 
camp, and went home. The poor Indisns, 
unconacious of the stir they were making 
among the white peop'e of H incoek, went 
ahead with their war upon the muskrats. 
ind at the latest dates all was pexccable 
in Carthage.—Siate Register.
